Services were held from the home 
of his

at 9.30

solemn high mass was celebrated in 
St. Joseph’s Catholic church ,’Bonneau­ 
ville by Rev. J. M. Nichols, assisted 
by W. J. O ’Callaghan, Littlestown and 
Rev. Mark F. Stock, Gettysburg.
